CAMELLIA JAPONICA 


Down through the years the Camellia has become 
almost synonymous with the Southland. This popu- 
larity is deserved, both for its ability to enhance any 
landscape and for the charming distinction of the 
blooms on all occasions to which they are appropriate. 

Blooming season at Glen Saint Mary is October 
through February. We extend a cordial invitation to 
all of you who can to see them in flower and make your 
selections personally. 


GS. refers to French importations from Guichard Sisters, 
Nantes, France. 

To avoid confusion, the letters A through H are used fol- 
lowing each variety as a guide to sizes available in that par- 
ticular Camellia.

AZALEA INDICA. ‘The Indian Azaleas are evergreen 


shrubs with large, single or double flowers that 
sometimes measure 4 inches across. Some are slow- 
growing, practically dwarf, while others grow 
rapidly into large shrubs. Colors are varied and 
very beautiful.

Having grown and sold Roses at Glen Saint Mary 
for half a century or so, this season we are not going 
to sell any! But stop—let’s not jump too fast at too 
many conclusions. 


The reason for this action is a general scarcity of 


propagating wood and the necessity of rebuilding our 
supply of Rose varieties to the point where we can 
again offer top-grade bushes in wholesale quantities. 


Our hope is that Roses will be back with a bang for 
our season of 1953-54 and that in the meantime you 
disappointed customers, old and new, will keep always 
in mind that Glen Roses are out of circulation only on 
a temporary leave of absence.

It is intended that orders placed at prices in this List 
shall consist of not less than five (5) plants of a class, as 
five Roses, five Oleanders, five Pecans, etc., regardless of 
varieties ordered to make up that five.

500 will be furnished at the 1000 rate. 


All prices in this List are f. o. b. shipping point. 


PACKING CHARGES: No charge will be made for 
packing small potted and bare-rooted stock or bulk car- 
lot and truckload shipments. Packing will be charged 
(per schedule on page 50) on tubbed specimens, balled 
and burlapped plants, and large bare-rooted plants. 


TERMS: Cash in full with order, 5% discount, except 
where otherwise noted. This applies to plant orders only. 
To those of established credit, 2% within ten days or net 
thirty days. Cash or satisfactory references are required 
of those not having established credit with us. 


TAGGING AND CHECKING: An extra charge of 10% 
will be made when customers select their plants in the 
fields or if we tag nursery stock for our customers for any 
reason. Increased labor costs make this move necessary. 

We trust you BUT all customer-selected plants, as 
well as regular orders, are liable to careful grade check 
in the Packing House. If discrepancies are found, they 
will be corrected and the necessary changes made in the 
billing. 

RESERVE ORDERS: Reserve orders are accepted 
upon the condition that they shall be void should injury 
befall the stock before shipment from any cause not under 
our control. Stock held in our fields on reserve long enough 
to grow to larger grade will be billed accordingly at ship- 
ping time. 

On reserve orders for stock to be shipped at intervals 
or more than thirty days later, we require 25% advance 
payment. If booked and not reserved by cash payments, 
we are not responsible for any variety or size being on 
hand when stock is ordered shipped. 


GUARANTEE: We guarantee our stock to be well 
grown, true to name, properly packed and shipped accord- 
ing to instructions. In no case shall our hability be more 
than the original invoice value. There shall be no nursery 
stock sold under a guarantee to live, except with the under- 
standing that, if it dies, it will be replaced as soon as 
possible, at not less than 50% of purchase price.
